Report of School Board. 


The school board herewith submits to the citizens of the 
school district of Effingham its report for 1913—1914. 

It gives us much pleasure to say that this year we are 
to have thirty-seven weeks of school, which is a larger 
number of weeks than in any previous year in the history 
of our town; and we hope that the good citizens who value 
an education as a priceless possession will see to it that 
this number is never allowed to decrease. 

During the year it has been necessary to make many 
changes of teachers, only one school, (the Center school) 
retaining the same teacher throughout the year. This is 
a matter of regret as a change of teachers always means a 
loss to the school; however, in nearly all cases the teachers 
have proved satisfactory. 

The school board has endeavored to visit the schools 
often enough to keep in touch with the work of each schoal 
and we find a surprising difference in the results from the 
teaching done by someone who thoroughly understands 
school work and that done by another who is untrained 
and inexperienced. We wish we could place teachers 
trained especially for the work in all our schools. 

Some additions have been made to our equipment, as 
better work can be done in clean, attractively furnished 
rooms. New teacher’s desks with chairs have been placed 
at the Falls and Mountain schools, also chairs at Lord’s 
Hill, Center and Pineriver. New slate black boards were 
put in at Pineriver and it is hoped we may be able to 
eradually repiace all the old boards with slate. Water 
tanks were bought for four of the schools and book cases 
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built for Lord’s Hill and Center. At the South school the 
walls were whitened and one large wooden board put up. 
Because of the large number of small children at the 
Center school, and the uncomfortable seats in that building, 
six kindergarten chairs anda low table were purchased 
which have been greatly appreciated by both pupils and. 
teachers. 

More material is needed in all the schools for the instruc- 
tion of small children also supplementary reading for the 
lower grades. 

Those who examined the exhibit of school work at the 
- Grange fair last October will have some idea of the charac- 
ter of work done in our schools. It was an exhibit of 
which any town may justly feel proud. 

We wish that more parents would visit our schools and 
see for themselves what work is being done andif they have 
any criticisms to offer, that they be made to the school 
board rather than in the presence of their children, when by 
so doing the mind of the child is prejudiced against 
the teacher. Teachers asa rule work hard and need the 
support of the parents. 

At the beginning of the school year in September, it was 
thought best not to open the 8. P. Hill school because of 
the small number of pupils, three being considered not a 
sufficient number for a profitable school. The pupils were 
accordingly conveyed to Granite and the Center school. 

Chapter 93, Section 14. ‘‘Every person having the 
custody and control of a child between the ages of eight 
and fourteen or of a child under the age of sixteen years, 
unless such child shall have completed the course of study 
prescribed for elementary schools, residing in a school dis- 
trict in which a public school is annually taught, shall cause 
such child to attend the public school all the time such 
school is in session.” 

We are sorry to say that some parents and guardians 
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have failed to understand the last clause of the law and 
have not had their children attend school all the time, but 
have allowed them to stay out on many unnecessary occa- 
sions. It can be seen that the law of compulsory attend- 
ance bears upon the parent and not upon the child. In 
enforcing this law the school board and truant officer are 
simply doing their duty, Every absence lowers our per 
cent. ef attendance which means less money from the state. 
An example of the far reaching effect of a small act. 

As the schools are in session at this time, Feb. 15, the 
statistical report given is for the year ending July 15, 1913.
